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MONdST  nil  tlic  cities  on  th^'  Ninth  AiiuTicaii  ( 'out  iiicnt  tliLir  arc  few 
fairer  or  iiiort'  attracli\c  to  the  toun^t  tliaii  Montreal,  the  great 
(Canadian  nietroj  olis.  Tlie  city  is  liclii^ht fully  located  on  an  island  in 
tlie  St.  Lawrence  Rivt-r,  just  helou  its  coniluence  with  the  Ottawa, 
and  stretches  along  the  hank  of  that  magnificent  waterway  t'or  live  miles 
and  hackwards  for  more  than  lialf  that  distance,  being  built  on  a  series  of  terraces, 
the  former  levels  of  the  river  or  of  an  ancient  lake,  which  terminate  in  Mount 
Royal,  vhosc  sununit  and  wooded  slopes  form  one  of  the  grandest  pvUilic  pleasure 
grounds  on  the  continent. 

All  the  attractions  of  a  summer  resort  lie  in  and  about  Montreal.  It  is  a  city 
of  trees  and  parks  and  pleasant  drives,  in  a  land  of  orchards  and  gardens,  with  a 
great  river  sweei)ing  along  its  front.  It  is  a  city  of  marked  contrasts,  where  the 
])icturcs(|ue  (|uai!'*.ness  of  a  vanished  age  is  mingled  with  the  luxury  and  culture 
and  enterjirise  o!  '^'.odern  times  ;  where  the  customs  and  usages  of  <  )ld  France  and 
^'oung  Canada,  characteristic  of  the  old  and  new  eras  of  civilization,  harmoniously 
co-e\ist,  and  where  massive  business  blocks  and  costly  jiublic  buiUlings  and  private 
residi'nces  rise  side  by  side  with  grey  old  churches,  sond)re  convents  and  nunneries 
and  grand  cathedrals  whose  magnilicence  and  splendor  rival  those  of  the  old 
worlil.  It  is  a  modern,  metropolitan  city — an  im])ortant  seaport,  although  600 
miles  from  the  Atlantic  by  the  St.  Lawrence,  with  huge  ocean  greyhounds  at  its 
i)usy  docks— a  bustling  thriving  commercial  and  industrial  centre  of  over  300,000 
]K'oplc,  where  converge  the  jjrincijial  railways  of  Canada,  chief  of  which  is  the 
Canadian  Pacific,  wliich,  stretching  across  the  Continent  from  the  Atlantic  to  the 
I'acific,   is  the  longest  continuous  line  in  the  world. 

Montreal's  summer  temperature  makes  it  one  of  the  few  cities  of  the  larger 
size  in  which  peoph."  may  live  with  comfort  during  the  warmer  montlis.  and  the 
heat  is  not  enervating  as  in  more  southern  latitudes. 
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AN  HISTORIC  SPOT 

Montreal  is.  intiixstinj^'  lli^t^^rically,  for  lair-  tlun  tlu'  !  Incliclaga  of  the 
Imlian — Iac<|iic's  ( "art  icr  came  in  1535,  and  ( 'lianiplain  iIium.-  the  site  of  a  city 
eighty-one  )ear>  hitur.  '  Here  Mai-,(iniieii\e  fnui^ht  liand  to  hand  encounter^  with 
the  reil  man  :  here  was  the  head<|uarters  of  !•  rench  trailini;  and  e\i>loration  tlirim^h 
the  trackless  West  ;  and  here  liwcU  tho>.e  fearii^s  adventurers  of  the  early  ilays — 
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La  Salle,  the  discoverer  of  the  ^'viississippi,  1  )ii  1/hut.  the  founder  of  iJuliith, 
Cadillac,  the  founder  of  Detroit,  and  P>ieinille,  tiie  founder  of  New  Orleans.  ;ind 
others  whose  names  are  not  ft)rijotten  in  American  hi^toly.  llere  Indian  and 
French  and  British  and  American  struggled  for  ma>.tery,  and  in  1775  ( leneral 
Montgt)mery  and  the  C!oloniai  forces  occuiiied  the  town  for  a  >hort  iieritnl.

IkvomcI  are  the  peaks  of  iJeloil,  lisint;  ahruplly  from  the  I'lain, 
eastwaiiU  of  which  the  (jieeii  Mo\inta:i'-<  of  \  .rmont  can  he  distini^uislK'il  on  a 
clear  day.  To  thi'  di^tant  south  are  the  famed  Adirondacks,  andlalonr  the  north 
run  the  Laiirentians,  uliich  claim  jirtcetlince  in  antiquity  over  the  re>t  of  the 
earth's   mountain-..      The   parls    is   intersected   by  numerous  walks    and    driM'ways 
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tlirouj^h  shady  ravines  ami  over  j:;rassy  slDpcs,  and  from  'die  varyini;  hcii;lits,  j^arbtd 
in  I'incs  and  maples  and  hcdci'kcd  with  ferns  and  wild  tlowcrs,  niai^niliccnt  views 
are  ol)tainal)le.  The  glories  of  Mount  Royal,  which  still  retains  its  natural  sylvan 
beauty,  are  an  attraction  to  every  visitor.  Tlie  ascent  to  Mount  Royal  can  also 
he  made  by  an  incline  railway.  St.  Helen's  Island,  once  a  fortified  jilace  and 
now  a  delightfully  wooded  retreat,  is  reached  in  a  few  minutes  liy  ferry  from  near 
the  riaci;  \  iger  Ilotil.      Amongst  the  other  interesting  sj)ols  are  Dominion  S(|uarc,

in  the  upper  part  of  the  city  ;  X'ictoria  S(juare,  in  the  central  portion,  containing  a 
bronze  statue  of  (^ueen  N'ictoria  ;  Place  d'Armes,  a  small  enclosure  surrounded  by 
noble  structures,  and  the  scene  of  lierce  encounters  with  Indian  foes  ;  Champ 
de  Mars,  the  early  military  parade  ground  of  French,  Mnglish  and  American  armies 
of  occujiation  ;  Jac([ues  Cartier  S([uare,  facing  the  river,  in  which  is  the  historic 
monument  to  Lord  Nelson,  erected  in  iSoS,  near  wheri'  stood  the  judjlic  jiillory 
of  former  times  ;  vSt.  Louis  S(juare  and  Logan's  I'ark,  in  the  eastern  upjier  part  of  the 
city;  and  I'lace  \'iger,  aprettyopen  scpiare  named  after  the  first  mayor  of  Montreal, 
in  the  east  end. 
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THE  PLACE  VIGER  HOTEL 

Facing  this  his- 
toric and  |)icturcs(|UL' 
square  is  the  new 
riace  Vitjer  Hotel, 
erected  by  the  Cana- 
dian I'acitic  Railway 
Company — tlie  latest 
addition  to  its  chain 
of  magnificent  hotels 
which  extends  from 
(^)uel/ec  to  X'ancou- 
ver,  and  includes, 
amongst  others,  those 
charming  resorts  in 
the  mountains  of 
liritish  Columl)ia — 
lianff,  Field  and  the 
( heat  (ilacier.  This 
imposing  structure 
occujues  the  site  of 
an  old  fort,  and  is 
built  in  the  (juaint  style  of  the  French  Renaissance,  partaking  of  the  type  of 
the  old  chateaux  found  on  the  banks  of  the  Loire.  It  is  constructed  of  grey  lime- 
stone and  Scotch  fire  brick,  all  in  complete  harmony  with  and  emphasizing  the 
beauties  of  its  architectural  design,  and  crowned  l)y  a  massive  tower,  ri>>ing  from 
a  graceful  sweep  into  a  great  circle,  with  its  numerous  turrets  and  gables 
forms  a  striking  picture.  The  total  length  of  the  building  is  300  feet,  with  a 
ile|)th  of  66  feet.  The  ground  floor  is  laid  in  marble  mosaic,  the  rotunda  and 
waiting-room  being  of  magnificent  proportions,  with  supjiorting  columns,  wains- 
cotting  and  other  wood  finishing  of  (juartered  oak,  and  walls  and  ceilings  laid  in 
gold  leaf  with  chaste  decorations.  The  main  staircase  of  Corona  marble  is 
beautifully  finished,  and  the  general  effect  of  the  artistic  decorations  syml)olize 
the  national  character  of  the  structure,  being  wrought  in  designs  of  tasteful  coloring. 
The  spacious  dining-room  is  bright,  cheerful  and  handsome,  with  luxurious  appoint- 
ments ;  the  cuisins  of  that  high  standard  maintained  by  the  Canadian  Pacific  in  its 
unexcelled  service.  The  magnificent  drawing-room  and  parlors,  from  which  the 
grand  summer  promenade  stretching  almost  the  entire  length  of  the  building,  is 
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reached,  are  elaborately  and  richly  furnished,  and  the  .slcLpintj  apartnientN,  frcni 
whose  windows  u!U)l)stMU'ted  views  of  the  surroundings  can  be  t)btained,  ari'  large, 
weil  ventilated  and  elegantly  ajjpointed  —  the  rooms  being  single  or  en  suite  ;is 
may  be  desired.  There  is  accommodation  for  350  guests.  In  the  heating,  lighting 
and  sanitary  arrangements,  which  were  specially  designed  for  this  hotel,  the  acme 
of  perfection  has  l)een  secured,  and  the  entire  building,  which  is  modern  in  every 
resi)ect,   is  as  absolutely  fire-jiroof  as  human   ingen\iity  can  devise.

The  riace  Viger  Hotel  is  advantageously  situated  for  those  reaching  the  city 
by  train  or  boat,  being  a  short  distance  from  the  i)rincipal  steamer  docks,  and 
combined  in  its  erection  is  the  Place  \  iger  station  of  the  Canadian  I'acific  Railw.iy 
(from  which  trains  leave  for  and  arrive  from  (Quebec),  and  although  located  amidst 
(luiet  and  restful  surroundings,  is  only  a  few  minutes  walk  from  the  business  por- 
tion of  the  city,  and  convenient  to  the  city's  street  car  system. 

The  rates  are  from  $3.00  to  $5.00  per  day,  with  special  arrangements  for 
large  parties  or  those  making  a  ]irolonged  stay. 
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OTHER  PLACES  OF  INTEREST 

Amont^st  tlic  other 
places  of  attraction 
to  the  tourist  are  the 
Cathedral  of  St. 
Janu's,  an  ahiiost 
exact  reiiroductionon 
a  reduced  scale  of  St. 
I'eter's  at  Koine;  the 
old  i)arish  church  of 
Notre  Dame,  one  of 
tlie  largest  edifices 
in  America,  which 
seats  l5,0(jo  jieople, 
and  its  big  bell,  "  le 
gros  Bourdon,''  one 
of  the  largest  in  tlie 
world  ;  the  Jesuits' 
Church  and  Notre 
Dame  des  Lourdes, 
famous  for  their  mag- 
nificent frescoes  ;  the 
curious  old  church  of  Our  Lady  of  Bonsecours,  dating  from  1678,  with  its  "  Little 
Heaven  "  in  the  upper  portion  ;  the  Chateau  de  Ramesay,  once  the  home  of  the 
Governors  of  Canada,  which  contains  a  splendid  collection  of  historical  relics — the 
"Elgin  Gallery,"  with  rare  historical  portraits,  the  "Court  Room"  hung  with 
battle  scenes  of  the  British  Empire,  the  "Council  Chamber,"  where  Montcalm 
and  other  great  rulers  sat  in  state,  the  old  vaults  in  one  of  which  Franklin's  jiress 
was  set  up,  etc.;  at  Bonsecours  market,  facing  the  harbor,  a  glimpse  is  given  of  the 
primitive  life  of  the  habitant,  esi^ecially  interesting  in  the  forenoon  of  market  days 
— Tuesdays  and  Fridays.  The  visitor  will  also  be  interested  in  a  visit  to  McGill 
University,  founded  in  182S,  one  of  the  foremost  educational  institutions  of  the 
world — a  magnificently  located  group  of  buildings,  which  include  the  arts,  medical, 
.\Lacdonald  engineering,  chemistry  and  mining,  physics,  Redpath  museum,  university 
library  and  observatory — with  a  yearly  attendance  of  over  1,000  students  ;  Laval 
University,  the  chief  French  seat  of  learning^  occupying  amongst  that  nationality 
the  same  pf)sition  as  McGill  amongst  the  E.nglish  ;  the  Royal  Victoria,  General 
and  Hotel  Dieu  hospitals  ;    the  Art  Association  building  with  its  rare  collection 
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of  paintings;    the   Natural    History  Association's    nius'-uni,    containing;   a    famous

Christ  Church  Cathe- 
dral, a  perfect  speci- 
men of  (iothic  archi- 
tecture, or  anyof  tlie 
numerous  edifices  of 
other  denominations;

MONTREAL'S   MAGNIFICENT 
ENVIRONMENTS 

There  is  no  other  large  city  in  America,  where  a  quarter  or  a  half  hour's 
journey  will  traverse  so  many  scenes  of  varied  natural  beauty  or  ])laces  of  historic 
interest,  or  a  few  hours'  railway  trip  will  take  one  to  more  picturesque  solitudes 
of  mountain,  lake  and  stream. 

The  famous  Lachine  Rapids  are  at  the  city's  doors,  and  to  run  them  is  a 
pleasant  experience  which  few  visitors  to  the  city  miss  ;  Caughnawaga,  an  Indian 
village  w  here  dwell  the  remnant  of  a  once  jiowerful  tribe,  is  worth  a  visit  ;  and  near 
by  are  Lake  St.  T>ouis,  on  which  have  taken  place  some  of  America's  greatest  acjuatic 
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contests,  and  the  Lake  of  Two  .Nfountains,  where  the  op[)crtunities  for  yachting  and 
Iwating  are  unsurpassetl.  At  the  foot  of  this  lake  is  Ste.  Anne  de  Dellcvue,  where  Tom 
Moore  was  insjiirtd,  by  the  wealth  of  its  beauty,  to  v.iite  the  immortal  "  Canadian 
Boat  Song. "  The  Laurentian  Mountains  to  the  north  are  penetrated  l)y  the  Canadian 
Pacific  in  a  virgin  region  of  countless  lakes  ami  streams  which  are  claimed  to  be  the 
best  trout  fishing  waters  in  Canada.  Hoth  bank>,  of  the  Ottawa  River  are  i)aralleled 
by  the  Canadian   Pacific  to  the  city  of  Ottawa,  the  cajMtal  of  the  Dominion — the 
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Tin-:  Laiuks'  Reception  Room,  Place  Viger  Hotel 

line  on  the  western  or  Ontario  bank  leading  past  Caledonia  Springs,  a  noted  health 
resort,  the  fame  of  whose  waters  attracts  visitors  from  all  parts  of  America,  and 
that  on  the  eastern  or  (Quebec  side  past  towns  near  which  large  and  small  game 
is  abundant,  and  fishing  waters  plentiful.  Another  branch  runs  through  the  Eastern 
Townships  with  their  rich  farms  and  pleasant  lakes  and  rugged  tree-clad  hills — ideal 
resting  jilaces  during  the  heated  term  ;  and  from  Montreal  one  has  means  of 
communication  with  all  parts  of  America.

FEW,  if  any,  i)laces  in  America  rival  the  ancient  city  of  Quebec  in  its  attractive- 
ness. The  quaint  old-walled  jilace  is  the  most  interesting  spot  Instorically 
on  this  western  continent,  and  combined  with  this  feature  is  a  picturesque 
location,  perhaps  unequalled  in  the  world.  Quebec  is  like  a  transplanted 
city — a  French  town  of  olden  times  set  down  in  American  surroundings,  in  which 
the  chief  characteristics  of  mediixival  Europe  and  modern  America  are  deftly  and 
delightfully  interwoven — and  around  it  are  clustered  a  host  of  legendary  memories. 
Terched  on  a  high  jiromontory  at  the  confluence  t)f  the  St.  Lawrence  and  the 
St.  Charles  rivers,  its  situation  is  unicpie  and  magnificent.  On  the  highest  point 
is  tht  famed  citadel,  which  has  given  to  this  city  tiie  name  of  the  "American 
(Gibraltar, "and  everywhere  around  are  battlements,  fortresses,  castles,  monasteries, 
convents  and  feudal  gates  and  towering  walls.  As  one  puts  foot  on  the  historic 
soil  of  this  matchless  "Mecca"  of  tourists,  the  ancient  and  foreign  as^iect  of  the 
city,  so  wholly  at  variance  with  the  rest  of  the  continent,  is  imjjressive.  "The 
(|uaint,  pictures(|ue  figures  of  the  inhabitants,"  says  one  writer,  "their  alien  speech, 
their  primitive  vehicles  of  locomotion,  their  antique  French  houses,  huddled 
together  and  poised  up  high  on  the  edge  of  the  cliff,  the  unrivalled  citadel  and 
menacing  fortifications,  the  narrow,  crooked  streets,  and  winding,  steep  ascent  to 
the  Upper  Town,  recall  some  old  world  capital — a  survival  of  mediiv;val  times." 

All  about  this  ancient  stronghold — first  of  the  French,  then  of  the  English — 
every  spot  has  been  the  scene  of  stirring  events.  Here  it  was  that  the  early 
discoverers  of  the  northern  part  of  America  first  landed,  and  where  European 
civilization  was  first  planted.  Here  lived  those  illustrious  and  chivalrous  adven- 
turers, whose  exploits  shed  lustre  on  Old  France,  and  from  here  at  one  time  the 
whole  coiuitry  from  the  great  lakes  to  the  Mexican  Gulf  was  governed.  Here  the 
French  made  their  last  fight  for  empire  in  this  western  world  on  the  Plains  of 
Abraham,  where  Wolfe  and  Montcalm  heroically  fell.  But  for  over  a  century 
peace  has  prevailed,  and  while  still  redolent  of  the  martial  and  religious  flavor  with

which  it  was  chaiacteri/>.(l  from  its  very  l)irth,  (^Hicbuc  lias  gradually  evolved 
itself  from  a  military  stronghold  into  a  hustling  commercial  centrt-  and  an  ideal 
resort  for  pleasure  and  health  seekers.  King  Carnival  here  fre<|uently  holds 
undisputed  sway  during  the  winter  months,  when  the  whole  city  becomes  a 
northern  New  Orleans,  and  in  sununer  it  i>  a  charming  rendezvous,  its  latitude  and

altitude  giving  a  delightful   climate  entirely   free   from  the    heat    and.  discomftnt 
usually  experienced  in  less  favorably  situated  places. 

But  interesting  and  beautiful  as  Quebec  may  be  with  its  quaint  buildings  and 
historical  treasures,  the  drives  and  excursions  about  the  city  are  no  less  attractive. 
Amongst  them  are  those  to  the  Falls  of  Montmorency,  loo  feet  higher  than  those  of 
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Niagara,  and  the  Cliaiitlicrt.-  I'alls.  -.ccond  only  t<>  tlic  L;ri';!t  cataraft  ;  Sii'.  Amu- 
ill-  Ik-auinc,  fnr  two  cciituiits  an<l  a  half  the  Mecca  of  tlidusainis  of  devout

To  meet  the  reiiiiirenients  of 
the  annually  increasing  volume  of 
tourist  travel,  there  was  recently 
erecti-d  at  the  base  of  the  citadel 
a  niagnilicent  tire-proof  hotel,  the 
Chateau  hronteiiac,  a  stately  seven- 
story  structure,  erected  after  the 
style  of  the  I'rench  chateaux  of 
the  sixteenth  century,  hut  of 
course  end)racing  nineteenth  cen- 
tury ideas  of  spaciousness,  con- 
venience and  elegance.  ( )ver  one 
million  judiciously  spent  d(.)llars 
have  given  the  world  this  marvel 
of  architecture.  Crowning  the 
cliff,  on  which  the  famed  Dufferin 
Terrace  stretches  its  great  length — the  longest  promenade  known — hundreds  of 
feet,  above  the  St.  Lawrence  and  the  Lower  Town,  the  perspective  of  the  city, 
stream  and  landscajie  seen  from  the  wiiKU)ws  of  this  unicpie  hotel  is  magnificent 
— a  scene  of  both  historic  fame  and  majestic  grandeur — a  view  of  mountain, 
valley,  river  and  islaiul,  from  an  elevation  such  as  no  t)ther  city  boasis.  The 
Chateau  itself  impresses  the  beholder  as  so  htting  in  its  adaptiveness  to  the 
picturesrjue  surroundings    of   having    always  been  part   and  parcel  of  the  granite

Other  objects  of  intere 
me  Kideau  Hall,  the  home  of  the  ( i(nenior-(  ieneral  of  Canada,  Kideau  Canr 
l)uilt  in  1S27  for  military  purposes,  Major  Ilill  Park,  the  city  buildings,  extensi' 
saw-mills,  and  the  timber  slides  by  which  the  s(|uare  timber  from  the  Upp 
Ottawa  passes  down  without  damage  into  the  navigable  waters  below.  To  j 
down  these  slides,  as  nearly  every  visitor  does,  is  an  exciting  and  exhilaratii 
experience.  Ojiposite  Ottawa  is  the  l-'rench  city  of  Hull,  and  cond)ined  they  ha' 
a  populatitm  of  about  70,000. 

( )ttawa  is  reached  from  Montreal  by  the  Canadian  I'acilic  Railway,  whose  trad 
]iarall(I  ln)th  banks  of  the  Ottawa  River,  or  by  steamer  in  summer,  the  railway  n 
being  less  than  three  hours  by  the  fast  Short  Pine  r\i)ress.
